Program Notes 


Stephen Chatman’s musical setting of In Flanders Fields was 
commissioned in 1998 by Chor Leoni and premiered at their annual 
Remembrance Day concert. Using John McCrae’s famous poem, the 
composition brings the voice of fallen soldiers to life in a hymn-like setting. 
Chatman varies the musical material of each stanza using different 
combinations of vocal entries, an ostinato and main melody line, and 
various dynamic changes. 

Walking was commissioned by Arlene Jillard and dedicated to the memory 
of her grandfather, Clifford J. Dick, for his service in World War I. The 
Canadian Men’s Chorus premiered the work in 2012. The text is based on 
the poem “Not Dead” by well-known English poet and war veteran, Robert 
Graves. Using a combination of homophonic and polyphonic textures, 
unexpected key changes, and a simplistic piano accompaniment, the 
piece highlights both the poignancy and subtleties of the poetry. 

Peter-Anthony Togni’s setting of Psaume 98 captures the celebratory 
nature of the text using a quick moving rhythmic ostinato throughout. 
Melodic material is passed around the choir highlighting different voices 
while harmonic shifts and the incorporation of sustained melodic lines 
mark new sections in the overall composition. The original work was 
commissioned by the Choir of St. John the Evangelist in Ottawa and this 
arrangement for tenor-bass voices was commissioned by the Victoria 
Scholars in Toronto. 

Canadian composer and conductor Stephanie Martin created her setting 
of When you are old in January of 2013 and it was premiered by the 
Canadian Men’s Chorus. Without a regular time signature, the work pays 
careful attention to the natural rhythms and imagery of Yeats’ famous 
poem. The result is a well-crafted and moving work that showcases the 
effectiveness of unison and two-part writing. 


The Dream We Carry is a set of six pieces for tenor-bass choir based on 
the poetry of Norwegian poet, Olav H. Hauge and translated by Robert 
Bly. The work was commissioned by Chor Leoni and artistic director Erick 
Lichte, and was premiered in April 2015. The final two songs from the set, 
Don’t Give Me the Whole Truth and The Dream We Carry, both employ a 
predominantly homophonic texture highlighting Hauge’s text and a wealth 
of rhythmic variety created by the use of various mixed meters. 

Donald Patriquin is a well-respected Canadian composer most well known 
for his creative folksong arrangements. The Irish folksong, The Star of the 
County Down, tells the story of a young Irish lad and his efforts to catch the 
attention of Rosie McCann, “the gem of Ireland’s crown” and the “star of 
the County Down.” The story unfolds with the help of our two tenor soloists, 
the interjections of the chorus, and Patriquin’s classic active piano writing.

Biographies 


Entering its eighth season, the Canadian Men’s Chorus (CMC) is a highly 
accomplished men’s chamber choir, performing works from the ciassical 
repertoire and other genres under Artistic Director Greg Rainvilie. The 
Canadian Men’s Chorus is noted for its beautiful sound, exciting and 
varied performances and the ability to take audiences on an emotional 
journey. This auditioned ensemble is presenting two concerts this season, 
on November 11 and April 28 as well as a cabaret at the Jazz Bistro on 
February 11. Commissioning new Canadian music is a major focus with 
over 40 new choral works premiered since the CMC was founded in 2010. 
Past performances include Stratford Summer Music, CentreSpace for the 
Arts in London Ontario and the Stratford Symphony Orchestra and the 
Muskoka Concert Series. Men with vocal training and choral experience 
are invited to audition by contacting Greg Rainvilie at grainville@ 
canadianmenschorus.ca. 

As a major advocate of the creation of new and unique Canadian music, 
Greg Rainvilie has secured a place in the next generation of Canadian 
conductors. He has emerged as a dynamic leader, vocal coach and 
music educator with an extensive traditional and contemporary classical 
repertoire, and is a sought after guest conductor and leader of master 
classes and workshops. Rainvilie is Co-Founder and Artistic Director of the 
Canadian Men’s Chorus, which champions the creation of new Canadian 
choral music. During his time as Assistant Conductor of the Orpheus 
Choir of Toronto from 2008 to 2015, he made his Roy Thomson Hall debut 
in 2011. In the summer of 2016, Rainvilie was privileged to conduct the 
Canadian Ambassador Choir during their Australia tour as part of the 
United Nations Choral Festival “Rhythms of One World”. In November 
2015, he also directed the NYSSMA Area All-State Music Festival Senior 
High Chorus in New York. He is a graduate of the Crane School of Music 
(BM in Education, Voice) and the University of Toronto (MM in Conducting). 

Mark Ramsay is a doctoral candidate in choral conducting under the 
guidance of Dr. Hilary Apfelstadt. He is director of the UofT Men’s Chorus 
and the assistant conductor of the Exultate Chamber Singers. Most recently, 
Ramsay was named the new artistic director of the Miles Nadal JCC 
Community Choir and was elected to the Choirs Ontario Board of Directors 
as the editor of its publication, Dynamic. Prior to his arrival in Toronto, 
Ramsay taught for 10 years in his home province of PEI.
